Mc^CtiifllUa dolivored hia third leo- 
tara on Ba|K?fe^lfp S9(» ergw&ed houje on 
Sunday evening. He wont over the hit- 
torj of Joliu Hiiss, and his coadjukor, 
Jeromis of Trivgnc!, doscribod thair mar- 
tyrdom, and triiced llio iuUuence they 
had oxdrtoJ on tUo religion of tLie Coa- 
tineut. He promised, aocording- to Ihe 
plan he bad laid down, to speak (D. Y.) 
in liiB'leatiiro on the first Sabbath of 
J»niftr7,1875, of OalilBO, the Mlormer 
of astronoiiiy. Ho closed »s follows: — 
"Tlie fires of PraRiie arc quonched, the 
»ah<3 oC jiuss aoi] Jorome are oold, and 
to seek to resuscitate the first, were as 
vain «» to try to revive the latter. And 
yet tha spirit of pecsacution is not ex- 
tinct— '"""^ ■ - :' . 

^'.riis mnclent spirit is not dead: 

^Old timei, methinka, are breittlilns atlll.' 

It -was found fourteen years ago in the 
case of the Jiasajista and Reriewera — 
notably in that of Rowland Willioms— 
one oijilie must devout and learaed oler- 
gymen'in Euglaud, -who, but for'theelo- 
qaenod of his advocate, James - Stephen;^ 
and the commandiag intellaot of Lord- 
■JVestbury, one of kis judges, would have 
been oashieied for the crime of bolioring 
the canons of Scriptures criticism in place 
of the doting dogmas of the Thirty-nine 
A rticles and the Prayer-book, It may 
ba found atill in those mntterings of 
abortive thunder whioh are, heard nov 
and then against progressive thinkers in 
various lands. Methinks, too, it may ba 
•eon in an omaseulated and patronizing 
foc/n.fin oortaiii projected deliverance of 
OliaroH Courts, condescending to admit 
to their pulpits clergymen who believe in 
the vital dootrinos of the Confession of 
Faith (tUerebj excluding Wesleyans, In- 
dependents, Baptists, and Episcopalians, 
as well as Unitarians and Papists), only 
qualifying their concession by requiring 
an acoouht of the names of the parties 
employed to. I think, the Clerks of Pres 
bytery, thus bulanoing the petty privi- 
lege given by a large per-centage of in- 
sult. And need I say how this perseont- 
iug spirit resides ia the Vatican in muoh 
' of its old force and fury. Now the Pope, 
indeed, ,oa'n only call Mr. Gladstone a 
TipeV, whereas ho cue time ago he would, 
liltS'Panl in M iltn, have oast off this vi- 
per intq the hfti. Honour, I say, to Mr. 
Gladstone! I never was an idolator of 
that gontlomau, and till latfely I" held his 
religious oreed in suspicion. Bat honour 
to him'for the bold protest he has taken 
against Papal despotism, for the bomb- 
/ihell he has thrown into the midst o'lthat 
olfl^tiJL* supsrslition and tyranny/ and 
■whionnaii made the Beast and the votar- 
ies of tho Beast throughout Europe to 
gnaw their tongues for pain, and to hon- 
otir the name of Gladdtone by placing it 
bisside the naraa of Bismarck, as two men 
whom some in tho CImrch of Boms 
would assassinate if they durst— whom 
that OharcU vvpald damn to eternal tor- 
ment if n|Bqnrdf end against whom it is 
launcliiag impotont bolta, nnil muttering 
itttbeaile »-natlii!iuiia iu tho drivel and do- 
taKAofapowor whicli^could onco, liko 
the rebjglrangels, wield 

itiu'ntler. and for llfclitnintr, ato 
Slack Bra and liorrur Hliot \ritL equal rac«.' 

Along with the names of GiiHtavus Adol- 
phua and Oliver Cromwell, the names of 
William Oladstonn and Otto von Bis- 
marck-Hohonlmnscn will now ba ranked 
amou]g the pxaii whom Itome most bitter- 
, ly hales, flildv whom all lovers of liberty 
and;truo roligibii most ardently admire. 
There was niueli. ho suid, in the aspect 
of (ill ChurchoH at present to create 
among Cliristiuns disgust, and to drive 
them bnok on tho lonely worship of their 
own- hearts. But there were rainbows, 
toorih tho claj;i4> a.^d characterized as 
taoi^hfrbaa 
witftAsed in 

bath, tho 29tli November, which ho call 
ed a satire, of things past, a sign of thingf 
pratpnt, and he trusted a prophecy anci 
pledge of b«t;^ thjngs to oooie.-''

to know that his Royui Hiphncss tlio 
Prince of Walea received tho ;]3r(l, or 
last degree of Freemasonry in Oroklon 
Square on Saturday afternoon, iind 
•was formally instaled as patron of tlio 
anL'iont and accepted rite. As free- 
iiinsonry is practised on the continent 
of 15ui-opo, this degrc-o was cstuhlishoil 
by King FrodcM-ick tho (.lioiit of I'rus- 
sia, who was styled thesnprcme grand 
Protector of FroGuiasonry, and who, 
observiug that many siiperflous rites 
had arisen from time to lime in tho 
Masonic order, eolloctud togotlior 
what ho and his counsollors, after 
much deliboratiou, declared to bo tho- 
true degrees of Freeumsonry, ami 
united ,^them iu oas body ... or order, 
■which was to be "communicated by 
Masons iu 3H dogroas, divided into 
seven classes, through which cvary 
^[ason must pass in regular suicoes- 
sion before he could urrivo at tho 
highest." The largo ])owors given by 
Frederick the Great to tho 33rd degree 
did not,however,extend to Great Bri- 
tain, wherejagrand lodge rnlos over tho 
draft degrees, and, where the "thirty- 
third," while it distinctly recognizes the 
authority of the grand lodge in ailinit- 
ting uo one to its order unless previously 
made a master Mason in Some regularly 
eonstituted lodge, claims and exercises 
no such powers as tho same body abroad 
On arrival at the Masonic Hall, His Royal 
Highness was escorted into tho council 
chamber by the Earl of (Jiirnarvoii, now 
at the head of tho order, and by Brcther 
0. I. Vigne, who h)ng held tho samo of- 
fice, who presented the members of the 
Oounoil to the Prince— viz,,: Bro. Oapt. 
Phillips, general olerk. T.M. P. Monta- 
gu, Major Clarke, Dr. Hamilton, Sir 
Michael Costa, Colonel Adair and 
Hugh D. Sludeman, together with 
Brothers H. O. Yernon, Col. Vernon, 
A. H. Royda, and Gol. J. G. Sandeman, 
who are past or retired members of the 
■ame body. ^ Alter the necessary prelim- 
inary forms His Royal Highness received 
the 33rd or last degree, and was formally 
proclaimed and saluted as patron of^ the 
order. By this act tho Prince of AVales 
has become associated with every impor- 
tant branch of Froomasonry in England, 
and the oraft has just reason to bo proud 
of to illaBtrions a chief.

Although tliero are not wanting in- 
dicatioua that our City Fathers aro Ije- 
ing gradually "educated" ou tho sub- 
jeut of a public markot, it is quite ovi-' 
dent that erroneous tIow's still piovail 
to a -woudorful extent. A^'lioii, for iu- 
ntaucQ, one hears men talking about 
renting premises and giving the 
flchomo a three months' trial in order 
to decide by practiual tost •whether a 
Public Market is really wanted and will 
Bueceed or not, it must bo admitted 
that there aro strange notions abroad 
respoctiug it. There need be little 
hesitation in predicting unsatisractory 
resulis from such an. experiment. Tho 
eBtnblisliniont of a imbUc market in a 
commuuity like Victoria can hardly bo 
regarded in tho liglit of an exiierimcnt. 
Thefailvantagea of bringing tho two 
great subdivisions of mankind — pro- 
ducer and consiimor — together, in or- 
der that' there may be no intervention 
of "Midc^lemeu" and in order that 
•what would otherwise constitute 
"Middlemen's" profits may bo divided 
between producer and consumer, have 
long^oeirecl, praqUosl recognitioQ among 
oivUized c'bmmunit'ie'B. Thus we read of 
public market places nniong tlio Ronuuia 
iind Jews, two tbonsiind yours ago. Tiio 
principle is, thert-foro, well eatiblislicJ 
iind does not need the test of i)nictical 
experiraeiit. To establish a i)ublio mni- 
ket^%Jthis particular community in not, 
therefore, in the nature of an experiment; 
but rtiffife'r-a' gVadunl process requiring 
patience and persoverence ami, uiulor 
proper mnnagement, promising certain 
succesB. To propose a three months' ex- 
periment in temporary premises is to 
evince gross miscouceptiou of the whole 
subjeot,if not absolutely to court failure. 
Either the time for making a oommenoe- 
ment baa arrived or it has not. If it hns 
not, lotus hear no more nboutit. But if, 
as we believe, it has, than lot tliat bo- 
ginning be made on an economical but 
permanent basis, with a view to sui'o but 
gradualprogreSs. There is one argument 
in {STor of tbe establishmont of a public 
mc^^J^j^ratorifi, not to be lost sight of. 
The-'oonsnmers of Violoria are s.ipplied 
in part through '•Middlemen!" but for tho 
most part through Chinese who podille 
their wares from house to lio'jse, to a 
great extent "cutting out" tho legitimate 
producers aud dealers, Tiio vegetables 
hawked about by these people are mostly, 
if ildt Wb6||ly,-¥aised bytliemselves. > And 
hojBr. ale''they raised ? A visit to one of 
these Ohinese vegetable farms in the 
neighborhood of this city would effect- 
ually cure oousumers of all desire to use 
the product thereof. These vegetables 
aro loroed to unnatural growth by tho 
constant use of liquid manures of the 
most fUtby obsg»oter and sending forth 
tho most abominable smells. Now, there 
is high medical authority for saying that 
vegetables forced forward by siu;li means 
are positively un whole.somo. Certain it 
is tliat tlio smells omitted in tho process 
of cooking are soniotimes extremely olTou- 
eivo. lustances have boeu kuown where 
these Q^prs have actually driven cooks 
from the kitchen.^ Altogether apart from 
these oorisiderations, are tho consumers 
of Victoria studying their trno interests 
in thus encouraging these Chinese pcd- 
Inrs and thereby ijructically driving the 
legitimate aud valuable jjroduoers out of 
the market ? One of the advantages of a 
pablio market WDuld be to put a stop to 
tlfis'nnyholesomo vegetable trade or, at 
any rate, place it under such restrictions 
as would soon circumscribe it, ,-.nd give 
tho legitimate producer "a fair show." If 
all were to moot at tho public markot, the 
consumer would soon learn to prefer the 
more wholesome products of tho civiliz- 
«dft(Wn'."V- ■'

The Hon. Mr. Wnlkoin arrived at 10'/, 
o'clock yesterday morning from London 
and Ottawa, bringing tho Relaxed Tonus 
which Mere published in Thh Colonist 
three weeks ago.

Is it Fair U Legal ? 

Editor Colonist. — Notwithstanding 
the annual tiukeriiig of our School 
Act it still needa, judging from its 
irr.'jgular workiug.s, amourling', as tho 
alteration.s have been called, even 
more than ever. One feature in tho 
Ac t was strongly, condemiied by a 
correspondent throiJ^tf yodV journal , 
some time last winter; I, also, may 
have something on the same subjoct 
on, Eome future occasion; but at pre- 
sent I conllno my remarks to the ques- 
tion of granting temporary certificates 
by the Board of Education. 

One might well quesfcion tho wisdom 
of their refusing to accept, as suffi- 
cient, high class and receutly granted 
Canadian or English certilicatea, com- 
pelling all teachers alike to submit, to 
e.xaniiiiatiou here. "All teachers 
alike," I have written above; ,l?ittt the 
gravamen of my complaint is tliat tbe 
Board violate.s its own rules, Mad give.s 
cerlilicates to soino wntliout thoir pass- 
ing tho ordeal of an oxaminatioii. 
Now, if this be legal, (wiiich I more 
than doubt, for the Act distinctly says 
tho Soard shall first examine and 
then give the certificate) or, oven if 
this ignoriiigof tho Htatuto,in soiiiofow 
ea.4eH,\vheu small .schools are concoru- 
od, for example, bo oscusable.aHsurod- 
ly in not a few caaos tho prnctice is 
most unfair to those toaohora who com- 
ply with tho law. Why, they may 
well ask, should we try for a high cer- 
tilicalo, seoiiig that tlio posseasioii of a 
Ist. A. will iieitlier augrnoiit our sal- 
aries one dimo nor iiicroaso, in tlio 
slighest dogroo,our elmuceH of olitaiii- 
ing one of the few phicoa open, ap- 
parently, to us? 

It seems, however, that it is to tdfi- 
tiiiuc to bo tlio rule that all, or nearly 
all, our best hcIiooIb isliall bo holt] by 
teaoliera hoUliiiK tein[ior.i.ry ooriitieatos. 
First eamo New Wd-stiniuister; tlmu 
Cedar Ilill — whoao trustoos, (or rather 
one of them,) seeking , to' remove Mr. 
PotUiigor, a teaoher oMong experiefi- 
ooH and unifonu siicccs.s, urgorl as ono 
pica why tho lioard of Education 
should not resist his roiuoval.that Mr. 



tificatn. But mark: these vory trus- 
tees immediately eiigagt.d n teacher 
holding a tompoiary ono onlj. Short- 
ly aftor this Caclio Crock Bonidiiig 
School (the best paid school in the 
>FrovinQe/)'fallB to the lot of 4h&^ same 
lucky holder of the temporary certifi- 
cate. 

Now, llr. JonoR mny bo a good ton- 
chor, fit for tho position ho holds; but 
why, seeing that ho had resolved to 
try for that' post as soon a;-i ready, long 
before it was dotorniiuod that the ox 
poriinout should bo tried, did ho not 
legally qualify':* It is not usually tho 
efficient who are timid, and living, as 
ho did, iu Viotoria ho had an oppor- 
tunity of BUbmitting to the -examina- 
tion at the cost of s little time only. 
Few teachers found tho sacrifice ao 
high, though tlioir onioluuienfa aro not 
a third or a fourth of his at i^resent. 

But, perhaps, tho inosb grossly un- 
fair case of all is tha most recent,- 
namely, the giving the head Master- 
ship of Nanaimo School to Mr. Planta 
who, unle.ss I am misinformod, resign- 
ed at New Weatiuinster bocauso he 
would not comply with the law and 
submit to cxatiiinntion. 

In this caso tho Trustees received 
application from thoroughly success- 
ful teachers (tho writer of this was 
not ono of thoii:,)hokling 1st. class cer- 
tilicatos. Mr. Plaiita's application, I 
behove, was not even sent in at tha 
time specified, yet the temporary cer- 
tificate again carries off the prize. 
Doubtlea.s Mr. Piautaowes his success 
to clerical iufluoiico, tiie ono iulluence 
of all others most antagonistic to frjs 
education, fioo tliouglit, and free in- 
stitutions; but such uufuirncss should 
be rendered impossible in the future 
by carrying out the law in its integri- 
ty. If, ill tho initiation of f roo and 
general education in this Province, it 
was through tho scarcity of trained 
teachers found necessary occasionally 
to give temporary cortiticatos, surely 
it is high time tho practice should 
eaase.' And not only ao, but it should 
bo enacted that none but trained toa- 
cher.s should teach at all. It is cer- 
tainly too much to ask that the coun- 
try shall emplojr and not illiberally 
pay, on tho wholo.'^in the important 
work of education,*in«];e novices des- 
titute alike of training or experience; 
and perhaps ao ill-eduonied that they 
can not secure a certificate of so low a 
grade as a 3rd class B.— no fancy case.
